Mav it please Youk Excellency, 

We, the Commissioners of Education in Ireland, beg to submit the following 
General Report of our proceedings during the year 1904. 

With the exception of the vacancy caused by the resignation of Right Honorable Mr. 
Justice Madden, the constitution of our Commission remains the same as it was at the 
close of 1903, as set forth in our last Report, dated April 28, 1904. The names of the 
Commissioners are set out, infra, Appendix A, No, I., p. 8. 

We held six meetings during the year — Ordinary Quarterly Meetings on January 
21, April 28, Jul)' 21, and October 13, and Special Meetings on February 12 and May 
19. The Special Meeting held in February was summoned for the purpose of 
authorising the sale of certain Stock standing in the names of the Commissioners, 
while the necessity for holding a meeting in May arose through the resignation of our 
late Secretary, Mr. N. D. Murphy. At the meeting of January 21 we elected Rev. 
H. B. Wilson, D.D., to be our Chairman, and Right Rev. Monsignor Molloy, D.D., D.Sc., 
to be our Vice-Chairman for the year. A Table of the attendances of the Commissioners 
is given infra, Appendix A, No. Ill,, p. 9. 

The Standing Committee held nineteen meetings during the year. Twenty meetings 
were summoned, but one fell through, that of August, 25, 1 994, as only one Commissioner 
attended. In Appendix A, No. IV.,' is given a Table of attendances of the Standing 
Committee. The names of those Commissioners who constitute the Standing Com- 
mittee are given. Appendix A, No. II., p. 8. 

In May, 1904, as referred to above, we received the resignation of our late Secretary, 
Mr. N. D. Murphy, M. A., Barrister-at-Law, who, as the result of a long and serious illness, 
found himself unable to resume his official duties. This resignation we accepted with 
deep regret. Baring his period of office, which dated h-om January, 1893, Mr. Murphy 
rendered much valuable assistance to the Commissioners ; we desire to place on record 
our high aopreciation of his services ; and we take this, the first public opportunity, of 
giving our unanimous testimony to Mr. Murphy’s ability, attention, tact, and judgment 
as our officer.

Compared with the year 1903 our income from all sources show.s an increase of £650. 
It will he remembered that in our last Report, commenting on the shrinkage of income 
under the heading “ Other Endowments,” we stated “ that the tenants on one of our 
Estates for various reasons delayed a considerable time in paying their rents.” Those 
rents have since been collected, with the result that, owing to our increased revenue, 
we have been able during the past year to devote to Educational Purposes, under the 
heading “ Other Endowments,” a sum of practically £1,629 as compared with £863 in 
the previous one, the shortage of 1903 being thus, as we anticipated in the Report for 
that year, compensated for by the larger payments of 1904. 

Our Total Expenditure for the year exceeded our Gross Income by £20, and the sum 
total of our net credit balances on December 31, 1904, was accordingly less by that 
amount than the sum total shown on the corresponding date of the previous year. 

Our Cental Stock Accounts were decreased during the yeai' by the sale of £550 
Midland Great Western Railway 4 per cent. Debenture Stock, and £949 Midland 
Great Western Railway 4 per cent. Rent Charge. On the other hand, the amount of 
Bank of Iiehmd Stock held by the Commissioners was increased during the year by 
the purchase of £35 9s. hd. of that Stock. Both those transactions were efieeted on 
behalf of the Fermanagh Roman Catholic Board of Education, the Stock sold and the 
cash invested representing portion of the " Building Fund” of that Board. 
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The Sohoolg sharing in these Endowments continue to be coi^ducted in a satisfactory trister Royal 
manner. The numbers in attendance, the efficiency of the teaching, and the state of School Endow- 
the School premises are, on the whole, creditable. ^ moots. 

The total number on the School Bolls for the year 1903-04 is practically the same Numbers, 
as that for the year 1902-03, the returns showing a total of 669 in September, 1904, 
as against G7I in September, 1903. The most notable increases in individual School 
Bolls are as follows ^ — St. Patrick’s College, Armagh, 10 ; St. Michael’s College, Ennis- 
killen, 7 ; and St. Eunan’s Seminary, Letterkeniiy, 6. The largest reductions have 
taken place in Boyal School, Baphoe, Boyai School, Dungannon, and St. Patrick’s 
Academy, Dungannon, the School Rolls of which show diminutions of 13, 11, 
and 4 respectively. The number of competitors at the Intermediate Examinations is 
also somewhat less than that of last year — the figures being 396 in 1904 as against 
401 in 1903. J 8 

The standard of efficiency, as tested by the Inferrnediate Examinations, is highly Efficiency, 
creditable, and shows a marked improvement on that of the previous year. In 1903 
the percentage of Passes was 65'8, while in 1904 it rose to 69'4. The Schools, com- 
pared with those of Ireland as a whole, have more than maintained their previous 
favourable record, the general result for Ireland being a percentage of 62’8 successes, 
as against the percentage of 69'4 successes, mentioned above, scored by the Schools. 

The general results for the whole country and the special results for the Ulster 
Schools were represented in 1903 by the figures 60‘7 and 65-8 lespeetively. It will 
thus be seen that both relatively and absolutely the Schools under the management of 
the Local Hoards of Education have considerably improved their position. 

The School Buildings, are, speaking generally, sufficient and well maintained. The School Premiies, 
one exception (St. Eunan’s Letterkenny) to which we referred in previous Reports, 
still exi-sts, but we are glad to be able to report that the good intention to improve 
matters has now become an act, and that the Local Authorities are at pi'esent erecting 
fine School Premises in Letterkenny. 

We are satisfied that all the Schools (now eleven in number) selected by the Local 
Boaixls of Education have fulfilled the conditions prescribed by the Scheme to qualify ° 
them to share in the Endowments of their respective districts. We accepted as evidence 
of this qualification the certificate of our Secretary, who, as Lord Lieutenant’s Inspector, 
visited each of the Schools in September, 1904. Jn Appendix C, infra, pp. 21-25, will be 
found the Inspector’s Report, and we beg to refer to this'document for full particulars 
with regard to numbers in attendance, educational efficiency, and state of School 
Premises. 

We, print, infra, pp 27-40, the Annnal Reports of the Local Boards of Education. Local Boards. 
The amount distributed between those Boards for the benefit of their respective School 
Districts, was £3,039, allocated as follows : — Armagh, £500 ; Cavan, £219 ; Donegal, 

£208 ; Fermanagh, £909 ; and Tyrone, £1,203. 

We paid, in addition, tl:e sum of £62 3.?. 8c?. to Cavan Roman Catholic Board and 
£92 Is. 5c?. to Fermanagh Roman Catholic Board, being interest on their respective 
Building Funds; and we also paid small amounts to Fermanagh Protestant Board, 
being rent for “ Portora Point” and to Tyrone Protestant Board, being interest on 
current account. 

In accordance with the provisions of the Amending Scheme framed by the Com- 
missioners of Charitable Donations and Bequests we paid during tbe year to the 
Fermanagh Roman Catholic Board the sum of £2,000 in respect of" their new School 
Premises in Enniskillen. This sum represents portion of the “ Building Fund ” of the 
Local Board, the income derivable from which will accordingly be reduced in future by 
about £60 a year. 

Preston Endoxemmt . — The income of this Endowment -was £1,2)7 4«. 5c?. for 1904, as other 
compared with £310 Hs. JO^c?. for 1903. This .substantial increase is partly due to Endowments 
the fact that a large accumulation of arrears due on the Rental for 1903 was collected 
during the past year, as already mentioned, and partly to the receipt of £237 realised 
in the course of Chancery proceedings taken in connection with the affairs of a former 
Agent of the Estate. The net income available for educational purposes, which 
amounted to .£978 155. Sc?,, was apportioned to the several Schools having claims 
on the Endowment, a-! follows; — Preston School, Navan, £-i59 155. 3d.; Preston 
School, Abbcyleix, £328 8.s. Oc?.; and King’s Hospital, Oxmautown, £19U 125. Oc?. 

In addition, we paid to Preston School, Navan, and Preston School, Abbeyleix, the 
interest on their separate funded endowments, amounting to £98 25. 9c?. and 
£82 18s. 4c?. ^ respectively. 
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Preston School, Navan . — The number of pupils in attendance at this School is 
similar to that for the previous year — namely, twenty-one. The Lord Lieutenant’s 
Inspector describes the condition of the School as “ satisfactory.” 

Preston School, Ahheyleix . — The remarks made in our last Eeport as to the little 
interest taken in the School by some of the members of the Local Board, and as to the 
comparatively poor Attendance Boll, still hold good, although we are glad to be able 
to chronicle a slight improvement in the latter — the number of pupils having increased 
by two. For full particulars as to the efficiency of the School, (fee., we beg to refer to 
the Eeport of the Lord Lieutenant’s Inspector, set forth infra, p. 26. 


Carysfort Endowment . — Under the Scheme five Schools are eligible to share in this 
Endowment, and during the year we apportioned £55 to Schools under Protestant 
management, and a like sum to Schools under Roman Catholic management, the total 
amount available being £110. 

The reports of the National Board Inspector on the various Schools are, with one 
exception, creditable to both Managers and Teachers. To this one exception we have 
called the attention of the Manager responsible, pointing out that, according to the 
Official Report, both the educational efficiency of the School and the state of the School 
Premises leave much to be desired. 

The Leanvy Endowment, Limenck . — During the year we distributed between the 
Leamy Local Boards of Education the sum of £200 19s. Od. The two Schools sharing 
in the Endowment continue to be conducted in a satisfactory manner, as shown by 
the Report of the Lord Lieutenant’s Inspector, which is given infra, p. 26. 

The Viscount Limerick Endowment, Dundalk . — Two Schools established their claim 
to'share in this Endowment, namely St. Mary’s College, Dundalk, tor fourteen pupils ; 
and the Educational Institution, Dundalk, for twenty pupils. We divided the sum of 
£52 16s. lOcZ. amongst them, in proportion to those numbers, 

Bank’s Endowment, Eyrecourt . — The Trustees of this Endowment again failed to 
submit a plan for its application, and having consulted the Manager of Eyrecourt National 
School, in accordance with Sec. 6 of Scheme No. 128, we decided to continue the appli- 
cation of the funds to the same purpose to which they had been applied in the two 
preceding years — viz., to the teaching of such technical subjects as Shirt-making, 
Knitting, &e., in that School. The sura available was £15 4s. 9d., and the National 
Board Inspector reports that “ Needlework is good, and showing careful attention.” 


The Diocesan School Endowments . — As previously reported, our plan for the distri- 
bution of these Endowments consists in applying the money each year as Prizes, to be 
devoted to the payment of fees for the year next following of pupils from Intermediate 
Schools in the several districts who shall have most successfully passed the Examinations 
•of the Intermediate Education Board in the Preparatory Grade. Based on such plan, 
and in accordance with the Results of the Intermediate Examinations (1904), we paid, 
as prizes, £12 to pupils attending Schools in the Diocese of Leighlin and Ossory, £26 
to pupils attending Schools in the Dioceses of Meath and Ardagh, and £28 to pupils 
attending Schools in the Dioceses of Tuam, Killala, and Achonly^ 

Anne Hall Endoioment . — The income of this Endowment, amounting to £23, has 
been applied to carrying out much-needed repairs on Lattoiie National School. The 
School premises are now in a satisfactory condition, and we are at present in 
correspondence with the Manager as to the future application of the Endowment. 


Limerick Diocesan School Endowment , — The income of this Endowment, Avhich 
consists of the rent of Roxboro’ Road School premises, and clivideiid'S on £63 Is. 6d. 
Government Stock, continues to accumulate in our hands. 
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Estate MANAQE>rENT. 

In Appendix B, IV. and V., pp. 18-19, we give Summaries of our Rentals for the 
years 1902-1903, together with our Agents’ Accounts for the corresponding periods. 

The years’ Eentals have decreased from £3,693 to £3,683. Reductions amounting to 
£26 have been caused by the fixing of rents under the Land Acts, but as a set-off to 
this diminution, one of our Bog Rentals shows an increase of £16, so that the net 
reduction amounts only to £10. 

Our gross arrears at the date of rendering the Accounts stood at £2,606, as com- 
pared with £2,449 in the previous year, but it is fair to our Agents to say that a 
considerable portion of those arrears has since been collected. 

Throughout the year we have been in correspondence with the tenants on our various 
Estates as to the proposed purchase by them of their holdings under the Irish Land 
Act, 1903, but, so far, no sales have been effected, the terms offered by them being, in 
our opinion, inadequate. 

All which we have the honour to submit to your Excellency as our Report in the 
premises.

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5oZ^s.-i-Little change has taken place in the total number of pupils on the rolls for the year just 
closed, as compared with the previous one ; the figures being 669 for 1904 and 671 for 1903. Individual 
schools have gained or lost, but the net result leaves things practically as they were. The rolls of 
St. Patrick’s College, Armagh, St. Eimau’s, Letterkenny, and St. Michael’s, Enniskillen, have been 
increased by 10, 6, and 7, respectively; while those of Royal School, Rai>hoe, Royal School, Dungannon, 
and St. Patrick’s Academy, Dungannon, have been decreased by 13, 11, and 4 respectively. The number of 
competitors at the Intermediate Examinations shows a slight falling off — 390 in 1904 biking the place of 401 
in 1903. This is not a very marked diminution, but, in my opinion, anything in the nature of a decrease 
in this direction is to be regi'etted, as the larger the proportion of pupils on the Intermediate Rolls submitted 
to examination, the sounder the proof tlmt Intermediate Education has been administered generally and 
impartially in the school. 

Educational E^i/Aenoy. — Tested by the results of the recent Intermediate Examinations, the schools, taken 
as a whole, have done good work. The successful candidates number 275 out of 396 competitors, that is, 
69-4 per cent. ; while the percentage of successes for the whole of Ireland is 62'8. This result compares 
favourably with last year, when the successes numbered 65-8 per coat, of the competiions. The schools which 
have made the greatest advance during the year, judged by the above test, are Royal School, Raphoe, and 
St, Michael’s School, Enniskillen; their percentages of successes having risen from 51 to 86, and from 60 
to 90 respectively. I am glad to note that St. Patrick’s College, Cavan, which last year was at a very low 
ebb, also shows signs of improvement. This year it has to its credit a percentage of 56 successes, as against 
one of 45 last year. Retrograde movements are noticeable principally in St. Patrick’s College, Aiinagh, 
Cavan Royal School, and St. Eunan’s Seminary, Letterkenny. The last mentioned is the only school which 
has failed to “ pass ” 50 per cent, of those who competed ; but, on the other liand, it is only fair to say that 
it is one of the two schools who submitted the full strength of their Intermediate Roll to examination. 
With the exception of St. Eunan’s, Letterkenny, and St. Macarten’s, Monaghan, there is a difference, some- 
times considerable, between the number on the Intermediate Roll of a school, and the number who proceeded _ 
to examination from that school. It is in view of this fact that I have written the concluding lines of the 
preceding paragraph. Cavan Royal School experienced a grave hardship, in the fact that when the school 
year was well advanced, the “ Department ” refused to recognise the Drawing Master attached to the school, 
with the result that Experimentel Science and Drawing was not allowed to count as a subject, and, as a 
consequence, all the Preparatory Grade Pupils failed. 

Buildings Equipment, cfcc. — Speaking generally, the School Buildings are in good order, and the teaching 
..appliances sufficient and suitable. To this statement I must make one exception, viz., St. Eunan’s Seminary, 
Letterkenny. Last year I alluded in very distinct terms to the unsatisfactory condition of these premises 
-and it does not seem necessary to further refer to the matter now, in view of the fact that the Local Authorities 
are fully alive to the state of the case, and are determined to institute a new order of things. By a happy 
coincidence the foundation stone of new School Buildings, the plans of which, I am informed, are on an 
elaborate scale, was laid in Letterkenny on the day succeeding my last visit to the locality. 

In connection with other Schools I noticed the following points : — 

Armagh Royal School- — There are signs of dampness in portions of the Head Master’s quarters, and the 
eave-run has given way in one of the wings of the main building. 

Raphoe Royal School. — The girls’ class room is sadly in need of doing up ; the fiooring of the dining-room 
shows signs of decay; and the front of the house requires to be refreshed, particularly the woodwork of 
the windows. 

Dungannon Royal School. — ^'The ceiling of some of the corridors, the plaster on one of the walls of the 
. sanitary annexe, and the front of the Jiouse, particularly the woodwork of the windows, demand attention. 

Portora Royal School. — Dampness is apparent in one of the rooms recently turned into a dormitory. The 
back of the house should be plastered ; the woodwork of the windows requires painting. 

Improved ventilation is required in the class-rooms and dormitories of 8t. Patrick’s College, Armagh, in the 
class-rpoms of St. Patrick’s College, Cavan, in one of the dormitories of Portora, and in one of the class-rooms 
of Dungannon Royal School. 

The sanitary arrangements are, on the whole, satisfactory. The Fermanagh Protestant Board are spending 
a considerable sum in introducing new drainageand new lavatory accommodation into Portora Royal School. 

JJealth. In the early spring a rather serious outbreak of mumps took ' place in Dungannon Royal School, 

which disorganised the schoolwork for a time, and very probably militated against the success of the pupils at 
the recent Intermediate Examinations. Raphoe also, in a les.s degree, suffered from mumps, and Cavan Royal 
;School from influenza. Otherwise the health of the schools throughout the year may be said to have been 
uniformly good. 

Free Places. The competition for Free Places was, in most cases, fairly keen, but the standard of excellence 

reached was not high. The offers of the various Local Boards do not appear to have been successful in 
attracting the pro)ier material. Many of the Head Masters complain of the very poor answering in Mathe- 
matics of the candidates who presented themselves 

Local Boards. Those Bodies take an interest in their work, and faithfully discharge the duties imposed 

upon them by the Scheme. Some of them, liowevei-, are not particular in the matter of holding Quarterly 
Meetings, as provided for in the Scheme. T fully recognise that it is soinewliat of a hardship to expect 
Members to attend Meetings when there is little or no business to be transacted. Nevertheless, Section 41 
provides that each Local Board “ shall meet once at the least in every three months,” and this provision should 
be observed. 

Schedule I, Qualified Scliools. — I am satisfied that all the necessary conditions have been fulfilled, and I beg 
to report the compliance, by each of the Schools, with the requirements of the Scheme in respect of tins 
School year ended August 1, 1904. 

Obituary. I cannot conclude my report without alluding to the death, under such tragic circumstances in 

Jnne last of Doctor Biggs, late Head Master of Portora Royal School, under wliose management the School 
had achieved so much in popularity and in success. The death of Doctor Biggs cannot fail to be a serious loss 
to the Fermanagh Protestant Board and to the cause of Education generally in the North of Ireland. 

The matters which call for attention and to which I have briefly alluded above will be made the subject o£ 
further reference in my detailed Report to His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant.

DETAILED REPOKTS OF THE LORD LIEUTENANT’S INSPECTOR. 
Scheme No. 34.-Ulster Royal Schools Endowments. 


I. Armagh Protestant Board of Education. 

Owin" to the lengtheued absence from home of the Honorary Secretary, T have not had an 
opf-rortunity of examining the records of the Local Board. I am satisfied, however, that 
the provisions of the Scheme have been obsei-ved. From returns supplied to me, I am 
pleased to note (1) that the Board held six meetings during the year, which tends to show 
that they take a considerable interest in tiieir duties ; and (2), that steps have been taken to 
collect funds for the maintenance of the School, and that, so far, the appeal has met 
with a satisfactory response. 

Armagh Royal School. - , , j.v 

The number of pupils on the School roll shows a slight increase on that for last year, the 
figures being eighty now as against seventy-seven then. Foi-ty-five competed at the Inter- 
nfediate Examinations and twenty-eight passed; that is, 62-2 per cent, which is an 
improvement of 3 per cent, on last year’s results. The resignation of Mr. M'Donnell, M. A., 
who, during his six years’ Headmastership, had done so much to promote the success of the 
School, will, I fear, militate, temporarily at least, against the institution, as the efforts of 
the new Headmaster (Mr. Hirsh) will, in the beginning, be handicapped by a very much 
reduced School Roll. 

The School Premises are in what may be described as just fair condition. Many of the class- 
room desks show unmistakable signs of long service ; there are evident traces of dampness m 
portions of the Headmaster’s quai-ters, and the eave-rim has given way in one of the wings- 
of the main building. 

II. — Armagh Roman Catholic Board of Education. 

The attendance of members at Board Meetings was satisfactory. Four meetmgs were held 
but the interval— January to June, 1904— between two meetings was too long, in view 
of clause 41 of the Scheme, which provides that each Local Board shall meet once at the 
least in every three months. Should the funds at all admit, the Board would be well 
advised in increasing the value of their Free Places. They might thus hope to attract more 
desirable candidates and more successful pupils. 


St. Patrick's College, Armagh. , • ,.v 

The School Roll shows a large increase on that of the previous year— forty-one takmg the 
lilace of thirty-one. But notwithstanding this accession to the School Roll, the number of 
competitors at the Intermediate Examinations remains the same (16.) Ten passed, which 
shows a falling off of over 17 per cent, on last year. The fresh men entering St. Patrick s 
are frequently very backward, while, far from seldom, they are advanced in years, and those 
two causes combine to render success as an Intermediate School by no means easy. Hence 
the remark I made above as to the wisdom of seeking to attract by valuable Free Places 
a more desirable class of candidates. 

Some of the rooms used as dormitories are by no means well ventilated. In fact, according 
to our modern ideas, they can scarcely be regarded as suitable for their purpose. The same 
may be said of some of the class rooms, otherwise the School premises are satisfactory. 


III. —Cavan Protestant Board of Education. 

The Statutory Meetings were duly held, and the attendance of members was satisfactory. 
With commendable enterprise a Bazaar was organised in June last in aid of the School, 
and the substantial sum ef £281 having been realised, the debt inclined in laboratory 
equipment and sanitary arrangements is now all but wiped out. I regret to have to announce 
the death of Canon M‘Oausland, M.A., the representiitive of Cavan Select Vestry on the 
Board, and for many years its Honorary Secretary. 

"With regard to the Board’s finances the present Honorary Secretary (Mr. Allen) made, on 
the occasion of my visit, what seemed to me a very good suggestion. The Cavan Royal 
School Endowment consists of Government Stock which yields from 2^ to 2f per cent., 
and Mr. Allen’s idea is that this Stock should be realised and the proceeds invested in 
other recognised Trustee Securities (say Railway Debenture Stock), yielding a higher rate 
of interest If the two liOcal Boards were to agree in making this recommendation to the 

Commissioners of Education in Ireland I have little doubt that the matter would receive 
favourable consideration.

The School Roll remains the same as last year, viz., thirty-four. The number who competed 
at the Intermediate Examinations was fourteen, of whom eight passed. This result is not 
so good as last year, but it is only fail- to mention that the School experienced a grave 
hardship in the fact that when the year was well advanced the “ Department ” refused to 
recognise the Drawing Master attached to the School, with the result that Experimental 
Science and Drawing were nob allowed to count as a subject, and as a consequence, all the 
Preparatory Grade Pupils failed. 

As I stated last year the premises are in good condition ; neatness and order are characteristic 
of this establi.shment. 
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IV. Cavan Roman CathoUo Board of Education 

The attendance at meetings of the members of this Board is above the average, and this fact 
itself argues that they take an interest in their duties. 

It might be well if the Board were to consider the suggestion made to me bv Mr. Allen, the 
Honorary Secretary of the Cavan Protestant Board. The Cavan Royal School Endowment 
(which is the joint property of the two Local Boards) at presentcousists of Government Stock 
which yields from to 2| per cent., and Mr. Allen’s idea is that this Stock should be 
realised and the proceeds invested in other recognised Trustee Securities (say, Railway 
Debenture Stock), yielding a higher rate of intere.st. If the two Local Boards were to avree 
in making this recommendation to the Commissioners of Education in Ii eland I liave ifttle 
doubt that the suggestion would bo favourably received. ' 

St. Patrick's College, Cavan. 

1 am very glad to be able to report improvement in this School. The percentage of passes 
to competitor.^ this year is fifty-six as compared with forty-five last vear, and that too 
although the Intermediate School Roll shows a diminution often. I do not meau to say 
that there is not room for further improvement ; but a change for the better is apparent 
and with the recent infusion of new blood into the Teaching Staff it is to be hoped that 
that change shall shortly become stall more pronounced. In some of the class-rooms, when 
they have been occupied for any lengthened time, the atmosphere becomes very close and 
if possible, additional means of ventilation should be devised. ’ ^ 


V . — Donegal FroUstant Board of Educaticni. 

This Board give a good deal of attention to the School under their management, and they 
enjoy the advantage of possessing an energetic Honorary Secretary. The Minute Book 
and Accounts are neatly and accurately kept. 

Eaphoe Royal School. 

This School still continues to improve its position— a -percentage of fifty-one successes last 
year giving place to one of eighty-six this year. This is a highly creditable result, and 
judged by such a standard Raphoe Royal School takes second place on the present occasion 
among tlie eleven Schools sharing in the Ulster Royal Scliool Endowments. This success 
IS all the more remarkable m view of the fact that the energies of the Teaching Staff were 
texed in preparing pupils for such advanced examinations as the Second Arts of the Royal 
University of Ireland. ’’ 

Some improvements have been made in the School Premises, but a good deal yet remains to 
be done. The girls’ class-room is sadly in need of attention ; the flooring of the dining- 
room shows signs of decay ; and the front of the house requii-ea to be refreshed, particularly 
the woodwork of the windows. I would call the special attention of the Local Board to 
those three points, which, in my opinion, are of pressing necessity. 


VI , — Donegal Roman CatJa>lic Board of Education. 

Section 41 of the Scheme provides that each Local Board “shall meet once at the least in 
every three months.” I note, however, that the above Board held no ineetinv between 
September, 1903, and April, 1904. Four meetings were held during the \-ear:''the atten- 
dance of members was good. 

St. EuTian’s Seminary, Letterkenny. 

During the year the School Roll increased from twenty-eight to thirty-four. The Intermediate 
Roll was twenty-five, and twenty-five actually compett^d at the examinations This is a 
healihy sign, and although only eleven passed, the fact that the full strength of the Inter- 
mediate Roll was submitted to examination serves, in my opinion, as a good set-off to what 
otherwise might be regarded as comparatively poor results. 

Anything like real success can hardly be expected under present circumstances— the condition 
of the existing School Premises being of itself sufficient to heavily handicap both masters 
and pupils. I am happy to be able to report, however— “ Tlut the ].,ocal Authorities are 
fully alive to the state of the case and are determined to institute a new’ order of things 
By a happy coincidence, the foundation-stone of new School buildings, the plans of which

^II . — Fermanagh Protestant Board of Education. 

This is one of the most energetic of the Local Boards. Meetings are regularly held the 
attendance of members is good, aod much time and thought are' devoted to promoting the 
intere.«ts of the School. The Free Places offered by the Board do not appear to be much 
appreciated judging by the class of competitors who present themselves. It mivht be good 
policy if the Board were to make those places more attractive by adding to their valuef

Six pupils scored over 60 percent., eight over 50 per cent.” The brilliant results achieved 
at the recent Intermediate Examinations reflect credit both on the Local Board and on the 
Teaching Stuffs of the two Schools under their management. 

St. Macarten’a Seminary, Monaghan. 

A"ain the total Intermediate Roll was submitted to examination, and again the result was 
mninently satisfactory. The strength of the Roll was fifty-five ; fifty-five competed and 
forty-four passed, that is a percentage of eighty successes this year as against seventy-seven 
last year. St. Macarten’s and Si Eiman’s, Letterkenny, are the only two Schools, of those 
aharin" in the Ulster Royal School Endowments, of which the number of Intermediate 
competitors tallied with the Intermediate School Roll, and this is a point to be borne m 
mind in measuring the success of those Schools. 

St. Michatl'a School, EnniakiUen. 

The School Roll shows a substantial increase ; thirty-two now taking the place of twenty-five 
last year The Intermediate Results are most satisfactory, and they make a record among 
ihose of the Schools sharing in the Ulster Royal School Endowments. The number of 
competitors was r.wen(y-two ; the number of passes twenty ; and the percentage of successes 
was accordingly the highly crediuble one of ninety. The School has thus more than 
fulfilled the promise it gave last year. 

IX. Tyrone Frotestant Board of Education. 

The attendance of members at Board Meetings leaves much room for improvement. One 
meetiiK' fell through for want of a quorum, while two members failed to attend a siii|le 
meeting during the year. The Board as a whole, however, heartOy co-operate with Mr. 
Dill and Miss M'Dermott iu promoting the interests of the School. 


Dungannon Royal School. 

The number on the School Eoll i« less than kst year; fifty.fonr taking the place of siity. 
three. Of tliirty-eigbt on the Intermediate Roll, twenty-nine competed, and twenty 
nassed This result may he regarded as fairly satisfactory, but I should like to see a higher 
standard of merit displayed by tho Free Place candidates. A cop score of 50 per cent,

The premises are in fair order, but I note that the ceiling of some of the corridors, the

the woodwork of the windows, demand attention. 

The Girls’ Department continues to be a pronounced success under Miss M‘Dermotts 
raanavement. The School Roll was fifty-three; the Intermediate Roll, twenty-five 
the number of competitors, twenty-two; and the number of Passes nineteen. The 
percentage of successes is highly creditable, and the general tone of the establishment is 
excellent. 


X.— Tyrone Roman Catholic Board of Education. 

This Board duly discharge the duties imposed on them by the Scheme ; but, as in former years, 
some of the members are far from active, and fail to display miicb interest m the School under 
their management. Increased energy on the part of each indivdual member, might have the 
Xct of supplyin-r the great want of the School, viz., increased uumbei;s. A few of the members 
are activity itself; but they cannot make good the short comings of their colleagues. 

St. Patrick’s Academy, Dungannon. 

Yet a^ain have I to chronicle a falling off in the School Roll ; forty-seven now taking the 
place of fifty'<,ne la»t year. This is not at all as it should be Au importaut centre like Dun- 
Unnon and such splendid School premises, should be able to furnish a School Roll of twice 
fortysev-en, and this persistent diminution is a point which, to my mind, demands the earnest 
attention of the Local Board. , , . . t c ^ i. j 

Of forty-seven on the Intermediate Roll, the exhaustive number of forty-two were submitted 
to Examination, and, of those, twenty-six passed. This result is fairly satisfactory, and, were it 
not for tho constiuitly diminishing numbers alluded to above, 1 should be well pleased with the

The Local Board. — Again I have to call attention to the little interest in the School evinced by 
members of the Local Board. Of the three Quarterly Meetings summoned during the current 
year, one fell through for want of a quorum, although an attendance of thi-ee is sufficientto 
constitute a meeting ; while each of the other meetings could muster- an attendance of only 
four members. This is a very bad record, and it might be well if the Local Board were to 
consider the advisability of adopting a bye-law providing that whenever any member shall, 
for the space of one year, fail to attend a meeting of the Local Board his office shall there- 
rrpon become vacant. This might induce an increase of interest in the present members ; 
and, failing that, it would afford an opportunity of introducing new blood iirto the 
Governing Body. 

As usual, the Minrrte Book and Accounts liave been keft in a most admirable manner. 

The financial condition of the School is somewhat similar to that of last year — viz., a debit- 
balance of over .£200 — buc this cannot be regarded as very unsatisfactory when one con- 
siders the heavy expenditure recently incurred. 

Preeton School. 

I note with pleasure that the numbers on the School roll show an increase — though a slight 
one — over those for last year ; the numbers being 25 now, as compared with 23 at the date 
of my last inspection. The number on the Intermediate Roll was 17, and of these 11 
actually competed, but, I am sorry to say that only six passed. Illness, and weak 
answering in French and Latin are mainly accountable for the, comparatively speaking,, 
poor result. Mathematics, for which the Head Master was personally responsible, were- 
very creditable, and, as a change has been made among the Assistant Masters this year, it- 
is to be hoped that an improvement may be soon apparent in other subjects also. Order 
and neatness everywhere prevail. The dampness alluded to in my last report shows signs 
of disappearing. Master Watson Ormsby Smyth, having passed the Summer Matriculation 
of the Royal University of Ireland, is the Tcinner of the Preston School Scholarship for the 
current year.

The Board met regularly during the year, and the attendance of members was fair. One of 
ex-officio members failed to attend a single meeting, but it may be assumed that this failure 
was due to ill-health and advanced age, and not to want of interest in the School. The 
accounts and minutes are well kept. The Endowment is applied in accordance with the 
terms of the Scheme. 

Leamy High School. 

The' number in average attendance is slightly less than that for last year ; the figures being 
36 now as against 40 then. For the first time, a class was entered for the Intermediate 
Examinations this year. Six competed and two passed. This is not a very brilliant 
result, but it must be remembered that it is a first attempt. I stated last year I was 
impressed with the method of teaching French and English, and the Intermediate Results 
bear out my view ; tb<- ra.arks obtained in French being almost brilliant, and in English 
highly creditable. Tliere is still room for improvement in Euclid. The manners and 
general bearing of the pupils in all the classes leave nothing to be desired. 

Leamy Roman Catholic Board. 

The members of ^his Board take an interest in their work, and, with one exception, they 
attended regularly the meetings held during the year. Tlie requirements of tlie Scheme 
are duly observed, and the Endowment is, in my opinion, utilised to the best advantage. 
The records of the Board are kept in a satisfactory manner. 

Leamy National School. 

Some improvements have been effected in the premises since the date of my last visit, but I 
would call attention to the state of the windows, some of which do nor open properly, 
with the result that ventilation suffers. The present windows are antiquated, and should 
be replaced by • modem ones at the earliest opportunity. Witli the efficiency of the 
School generally I was highly pleased. The National Board Inspector’s Report is 
“excellent,” and there is an alertness about the pupils which I have seldom seen equalled. 
The Principal Teacher has, for a second time, been awarded the “ Carlisle and Blake 
Premium.” The numbers in attendance and on the Roll are about normal.

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Early in the period covered by this Report the Board decided that it would be necessary to appeal to the 
public for funds if the Armagh Royal School was to be maintained, and on March 22nd, 1904, a form of 
appeal was approved which was subsequently pretty widely circulated. An influential School Maintenance 
Committee was formed in consequence from among the residents in the City and County of Armagh, They 
have already received considerable sums of money and promises of further support. The Board hope that the 
financial difficulties of the School may be considerably lightened owing to their exertions. 

On December 29th, 1903, the Board, having heard that the occupiers of the Armagh Royal School Estate 
had expressed a desire to purchase their holdings, passed the following resolution: — “The Board would 
approve of a sale, if it could be made for such a sum as would (when invested in Trusts securities) produce an 
income equal to that now produced by the Estate.’' _ _ „ , tt j t. 4 - .. 

On July 14th, 1904, the Board having received notice of the approaching resignation oi the Head Master 
(on bis appointment to Portora Royal School), decided to advertise for his successor, and on July 27tli, having 
considered the applications which had been sent in, they appointed Henry Hirsh, Esq., B.A-, upon the same 
conditions as Mr. M'Donnell, the late Head Master, was appointed. 

The Board feel bound to place on record their appreciation of the zeal and ability with which the School 
was conducted by the late Head Master, Mr. A. C. M'Donnell, and the marked progress which the School 
made both in numbers and reputation during his head mastership, notwithstanding the grave financial dis- 
couragements which he had to encounter. The retirement of so able and so popular a head master could nob 
to be a severe blow to the school, especially as many of the pupils naturally preferred to accompany lam 
to Portora. The Board, however, trust that the loss of numbers to the school will be only temporary, and 
that the school may have a prosperous career under Mr. Hirsh. They trust, also, that much good may result 
from the efforts of the School Maintenance Committee to secure financial support for the School. 

An abstract of the accounts last audited by the Local Government Board is appended.

Gavin, C.M., Rev. J. Downey, C.M., and Rev. — O’Connell, c.M., Professors, St. Patrick’s College, Armagh. 

An examination for Free Places as Boarders in St. Patrick’s College was held on 11th August, 1903, in 
conformity with section 59 of the Scheme. Six candidates presented themselves for the examination. Two 
were successful 

Very Rev. Michael Carrigy, C.M., Rev. Thomas Gavin, C.M., Rev. J. Downey, c.u., Rev. — . O’Connell, 
C.M., and Thomas Savage, Esq., constitute the teaching staff. 

The subjects of instruction given in the School are;— Latin, Greek, EngMsh, French, Algebra, Arithmetic, 
Euclid, History, Geography, Physical Geography, Natural Philosophy, Book-keeping, Elocution, Music, and 
Drawing. 

The subjects of iostructiou for each class are determined by the Programme of the Intermediate Board for 
each year. 

In the year ended 1st August, 1904, there were 42 pupils in the School, of whom 13 were Middle Grade, 
16 were Junior Grade, and 13 were Elementary pupils.

The Members of the Board remain the same as the previous year, except that Mr. Robert Cinnamond, 
representing the Methodist Body, resigned, and his resignation was accepted by the Board at their Quarterly 
Meeting on the 8th February, 1904, at which Meeting the Board appointed Rev. Moses Douglas, Methodist 
Clergyman, Cavan, in the place of said Robert Cinnamond, resigned.

Composition Prize. The failures were all in the Preparatory Grade, and may be ascribed to youth and 
inexperience. 

At an Open Competitive Examination for Civil Service Clerkship (Second Class) two pupils gained 14th and 
46lh places respectively. 

An Examination for Free Scholarships was held, when five pupils competed. Examiner recommended one 
boy for Scholarship, and he was duly elected. 

A Bazaar was held in June to raise fimds to reduce the overdraft due by the Bo^d to the Ulster Bank, 
which was incurred by expenditure on the School for the Laboratory and sanitary alterations, etc., when a 
sum of £288 11s. 6d. was realised by same. 

The Quarterly Meetings of the Board were held on the 27th November, 1903 ; 8th February, 1904 ; 4th 
May, 1904, and 22nd July, 1904. 

The Board duly inspected the School, etc., at their hleetiugs in November, 1903, and May, 1904, and found 
same in a satisfactory condition. 

A. Traill, Esq., s.f.t.c.d., now Provost of T.C.D., was re-elected Commissioner at the November Meeting of 
the Board. 

At the July, 1904, Meeting, the Board elected Mr. Richard Allen Honorary Secretary, and co-opted the 
Rev. George Rea, Methodist Clergyman, Cavan, as a Member of the Board in the room of Rev. Moses Douglas, 
resigned, he having left Cavan.

The Account of Fermanagh Protestant Board of Education for the year ended 31st December, 1903.

Very Rev. Canon M'Quaid was co-opted a member of the Board in place of Very Rev. Monsignor Meegan 
deceased, but refused to act owing, as he slated, to his inability to attend the meetings, and Very Rev. Daniel 
Canon O Connor, d.d., p.p,, was co-opted in his stead. Daniel X. Keenan, Esq., Solicitor, was co-opted in 
place of Patrick Rafferty, Esq., j.p., who was disqualified by reason of non-attendancc and non-residence. 
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On 24th September, 1903, the Boai-d adopted and placed under their control and management St. Michael’s 
School, Enniskillen. Rev. D. A. Noonan was appointed Head Miieter, and a School Committee waa formed 
to provide for the management. The Most Rev. R. Owens, d.d., was re-elected Commissioner of Education 
at a quarterly meeting held on 11th December, 1903. 

St. Macarten’s Seminary. — Rev. Thomas O’Doherty was appointed Head Master in succession to Yery 
Rev. Edward Mulhern, d.d., who has been transferred to the pastoral charge of the parish of Innism^saint. 
The Board wish to put on record their high sense of the services rendered by Dr. Mulhem during his term 
as Head Master of St. Macarten’s. 

Rev. Laurence Murray was appointed an additional member of the Teaching Staff. 

School Committee . — The members at present are Most Rev. Dr. Owens, Rev. Thomas O’Doherty, Rev. 
Eugene M'Adani, and Rev. Cornelius Tierney. 

Free Place Examination . — At the Annual Competitive Examination for Free Places fourteen candidates pre- 
sented themselves. The Examiner— Rev. P. Keown, Adra., reports The Examination was most satm- 
factory ; six candidates scored over 60 per cent, aud eight over 50 per cent. The answering in mathematics 
of the better candidates was highly creditable, while in the prescribed text-book— ‘Washington Irving: Selected 
Essays— it was somewhat weak.” The places offered for competition were dulj' awarded. 

Scliool Roll— T :\iq number of pupils was 63, one being a day pvipil. 57 of these were eligible by age to 
■enter for the Intermediate Examination ; but of these two left before the Examination.
